Like Wen dell an d Lu cie Chap­ 
man , the late Dorothy Scar­ 
borou gh of Colu mbia u n iv ersity 
had an av ocation which also was 
a passion . The Chapman s gav e 
u p the life of an in v estmen t 
ban ker to preserv e wild life in 
camera prin ts an d ju st ordin ary 
prin t, before it shou ld be killed 
off by ou r foolish hu n ters. Miss 
Scarborou gh gav e u p her su m­ 
mers to the work of sav in g ou r 
American folk son g from the in ­ 
v adin g radio, phon ograph, cheap 
motor an d so forth. 
Miss Scarborou gh’s last book, 
practically complete before her 
u n ex pected death late in 1935, is

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GARDEN TIME IS HERE 
Th e tim e h as arrived wh en th e suburban 
h ouseh older finds h im self musing, in th e peace 
of th e evening, about h is back y ard garden. 
Th e h abit of keeping a garden on a lot some­ 
tim es rises to th e level of an a rt and sometimes 
sinks to th e level of a vice; and every h ome lover 
is touch ed by it, in th e greater or lesser degree, 
a t some tim e in h is life. Th e time for it, we re ­ 
peat, is a t h and. From Galveston to Bangor, 
from Jacksonville to Seattle, good citizens will 
presently be getting out strings and stakes, rum - 
aging in basem ent tool ch ests for trowels, buy ­ 
ing open-h anded]^ th ose gay , deceptive little 
packets of seeds th a t corner groceries, drug 
stores and h ardw are stores h ave for sale. 
All of th is never does any one any h arm , and 
occasionally th e vegetables th a t are raised in 
th ese back y ard gardens are q uite edible — or, 
if it’s anoth er kind of garden, th e flowers th a t 
are grown can be plucked, put in a vase and 
used to decorate a living room table or grace th e 
dining table. One wonders, th ough , wh y it is 
th a t th is annual gardening epidemic h as never 
draw n th e attention of th e learned students of 
th e American mind. Assuredly , th ere m ust be 
som eth ing back of it all. 
But th a t is not th e wh ole of it. Keeping a 
garden is not simply an attem pt to get fresh 
vegetables or flowers. It is a sort of my stic rite; 
a m eth od by wh ich th e victims of a h ard, m e­ 
ch anical age jean get into touch w ith th e pungent 
earth once more. 
For th ere are profound my steries in th is busi­ 
ness of putting seeds in a black earth en furrow. 
A griculture is th e world’s oldest miracle. Th e ap ­ 
pearance of life in a spot of bare ground was 
surely th e first intim ation m an h ad th a t h is 
lonely ach e for anoth er life m igh t not be simply 
a wild and h opeless dream . It is not w ith out 
reason th a t orth odox religion is generally strong­ 
er in th e farm land th an in th e city . 
No suburban gardener ever stops to th ink all 
of th is out, of course. Th e substance of it h angs 
with h im, th ough , so th a t h e draws an irra ­ 
tional kind of contentm ent out of h is labors. He 
spades under a bit of sod, rakes it smooth and 
perceives with out ex actly realizing th a t h e per­ 
ceives it, th a t h is ex istence is someh ow in tune 
with a great rh y th m wh ich pervades th e wh ole 
universe. He goes on h is h ands and knees to 
grub in th e dirt, and h e finds th ere is som eth ing 
th a t th e ordinary jobs of life do not give h im. 
So, every spring, h e does it again. 


TAXING THROUGH POSTAGE STAMPS 
In th is country , a postage stam p m eans th e 
cost of th e m ailing of a letter or package, or per­ 
h aps th e sough t after object of th e ph ilatelist. 
But certain enterprising governm ents in oth er 
countries use special issues of postage stam ps 
for oth er purposes th an th e cost of carry ing 
mail. 
Not so long ago, Mex ico was afflicted w ith a 
plague of grassh oppers and locusts. Th ey h ad 
set aside no money in th e national budget for 
repulsion of th ese unlooked for intruders so th e 
governm ent auth orized a special issue of one 
centavo stam ps. Such stam ps h ad no carry ing 
power on a letter. But neith er did a regular 
stam p h ave any carry ing power unless accom­ 
panied by th is one centavo special. 
In anoth er instance, Ecuador in South Ameri­ 
ca needed money to rebuild postoifaces th rough ­ 
out th e country . Th ey , likewise, issued a special 
stam p wh ich h ad to be affix ed to every letter 
and parcel. Th is m eth od raised enough money 
to accomplish th eir plans. 
Portugal wanted money to build a m onum ent 
for a national h ero and it was speedily ac­ 
cum ulated th rough a special stam p isstie. 
To obtain money to aid ath letics, th e A ustrian 
governm ent once sold a stam p issue at double 
its face value for th e purpose. 
/ 
Belgian flood sufferers were a t one tim e th e 
beneficiaries of such a form of raising money . 
Even weddings of roy alty are sometimes fi­ 
nanced in th is fash iop, alth ough th e govern­ 
m ents do not blatantly announce th a t as th e 
purpose of such a form of tax ation.

HIGHWAY PROGRAM FOR 


W ashington, April 15 ,(>P)—Ad­ 
m inistration leaders, long insis­ 
tent th at the ju diciary reorgani­ 
zation bill had precedence ov er 
wage and hou r legislation, re­ 
considered their strategy today 
in the light of the su preme 
cou rt’s Wagner act decisions. 
President Roosev elt’s adv isers 
ex pect to complete soon a new 
set of recommendations on es­ 
tablishm ent of minimu m wage 
and max imu m hou r standards. 
These may be transm itted to 
congress regardless of the cou rt 
bill’s statu s. 
W hether wage and hou r or 
similar proposals wou ld get floor 
consideration ahead of the ju ­ 
diciary measu re appeared to de­ 
pend on how soon the senate ju ­ 
diciary committee ends its hear­ 
ings. 
Chairman Ashu rst (D., Ariz.) 
said the committee wou ld con­ 
sider when to close testimony at 
an ex ecu tiv e session on Satu r­ 
day . 
Senator Logan (D., Ky .), su p­ 
porting the president, adv ocat­ 
ed again th at the committee 
agree on a closing date. Senator 
Bu rke (D., Neb.) said the op­ 
ponents still had nu merou s wit­ 
nesses, bu t he offered to consider 
the possibility of their present­ 
ing written statements. 
White Hou se callers receiv ed 
the impression th at President 
Roosev elt was considering, in ad­ 
dition to wage and hou r stan­ 
dards, whether recent su preme 
cou rt ru lings left leeway for a 
ban on child labor. 
Intimates described him as 
u ncertain that it did. He re­ 
serv ed comment on the Wagner 
decisions, say ing he had read 
them only in a cu rsory way so 
far. 
It was learned, howev er, th at 
the way the cou rt applied the 
ex tension of federal power ov er 
interstate commerce only to the 
indu stries inv olv ed in Monday ’s 
cases left dou bt in official minds 
abou t how far the 
cou ld go. 
One high official su mmed u p 
the adm inistration reaction to 
the fiv e to fou r opinions of the 
cou rt as “so w hat?” He lau gh­ 
ingly q u oted one of the presi­ 
dent’s helpers as observ ing th at 
“no m an’s land is now Roberts’ 
land.”

The San Jo se-scale, perhaps 
best kno wn because ft attacks 
such a large v ariety o f plants, 
may liv e o n almo st any kind o f a 
tree o r shrub, but it prefers ap­ 
ple, peach, Japanese quince, haw- 
tho rne, willo w, and po plar, ac­ 
co rding to Pro fesso r Dav is. It 
passes the winter as a y o ung 
scale and is easily killed by do r­ 
mant spray s, such as lime-sul­ 
phur and do rman o il spray s. Un­ 
less a co mplete co ntro l is o b­ 
tained, ho wev er, 
it 
may 
in­ 
crease to destructiv e numbers 
befo re fall, if co nditio ns 
are 
fav o rable. 
Other co mmo n scales are the 
elm scurfy scale and the mo re 
destructiv e Euro pean elm scale 
which attack elm. The latter spe­ 
cies is increasing at an alarming 
rate, Pro fesso r Dav is say s, and is 
beco ming a real menace to many 
o f Indina’s

elms.

It is n o t en o u gh 
to ap p ly th e righ t m aterial at 
th e righ t time, states Pro fesso r 
Dav is, bu t it m u st be ap p lied 
th o ro u gh ly an d co mp letely in ­ 
clu din g to p s o f th e trees, wh ere 
th e scales are as abu n dan t as 
elsewh ere. 
Pro fesso r Dav is su m m arized as 
fo llo ws: First, carefu lly in sp ect 
trees an d sh ru bs fo r scale in fest­ 
atio n . Seco n dly , if in festatio n s 
w arran t, sp ray befo re th e bu ds 
o p en an d wh en th e tem p eratu re 
is abo v e 4 0 degrees F. An d th ird­ 
ly , u se a p o wer sp ray er wh ich 
’¿ill reach all p arts o f th e tree o r 
sh ru b, an d abo v e all see
